We bless thee for increase in the knowledge of thy 
marvellous works, in care for those who suffer from sickness or the lack of work, 
in desire that all men everywhere may live in peace and enjoy the fruits of their 


labour. For these and all other thy mercies vouchsafed to us, O Father Almighty, 
we yield thee unfeigned thanks; through Jesus Christ our Lord, to whom with thee 
in the unity of the Holy Spirit be all honour and glory now and for evermore. Amen.

O Gop, who providest for thy people by thy power, and rulest over them in 
love: Vouchsafe so to bless thy servant KING GEORGE, that under him the 
British Nation may be wisely governed, and thy Church may serve thee in all 
godly quietness; and grant that / being devoted to thee with his whole heart, and 
persevering in good works unto the end, may, by thy guidance, come to thine 
everlasting kingdom; through Jesus Christ thy Son our a Ba ss liveth and reigneth 
with thee and the Holy Ghost, ever one God, world without end. Amen. 


O Lorp, our heavenly Father, the high and mighty Ruler of the universe, who 
dost from thy throne behold all the dwellers upon earth; Most heartily we beseech 
thee, with thy favour to behold and bless thy servant THE PRESIDENT OF THE
